Lynn died at his residence in Fresno 
colony, on Tuesdiy afternoon, October 
L'3. 1SSS, nfter an illness of less than one 
week. 
His disease was 
pneumonia 


which resulted from a cold contracted on 
Thursday night last while watching the 
parade. Mr. Lyons arose Friday morn- 
ing, but felt EU bad that he went to bed 
about noon and never left it alive. 


A. W. Lyons was a native of New 


Jersey, being born in the city of Eliza- 
beth in 17!)7, and was, in consequence, 
91 years of age at the time ot his death. 
In the war of!812 he carried a muskot, 
being one of the first to respond to tbe 
call to arms and among the last, mus- 
tnred out. Ho desired to become a 
minister and nt the close of the war 
mentioned, he entered Union college of 
New Yorkj then one of the best institu- 
tions ot learning in this country, and 
after graduating with honoiB from thin 
school he enterei1 a theological school 
in 1'riccetoti.

health, and two years after enter- 
ing u pon hia studies at 
Princeton 


ho was compelled to abandon them. 
He then went Hunth, traveling ior some 
time through the southern states, and 
having partially regained his strength he
